Labor Despotism Rebuked 

According to the Washington correspondents, 
even Administration stalwarts have come to the con- 
clusion that repeal of the principles of the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act, and return to the one-sided Wagner Act, will 
never be accomplished. The temper of Congress, as 
well as that of the public, is clearly against going to 
this extreme. 

What gives this matter a special significance is 
that after the' last national election the labor leaders 
openly claimed credit for the result, and apparently 
believed that from then on they would be given blank 
checks when it came to ordering legislation. 

Yet the labor leaders have never been able to 
demonstrate anywhere near as much power as they 
claim — nor have they been able to control their own 
union members. To take one example, in the 1948 
primaries the CIO-PAC group, which was most active 
politically, formally opposed^ 109 members of Con- 
gress who had voted for the Taft-Hartley measure. Of 
these, 97 won. Futhermore, of the 12 who lost, only 
three came from industrial states where organized 
labor constitutes an important percentage of the total 
vote. 

■ 

The rank and file of union members — the men 
and women who pay the dues and do the work — are 
not vocal. The leaders do the talking and make the 
news columns. But every available fact indicates that 
union people, like the rest of the people, vote accord- 
ing to their own convictions, and not in accordance 
with the dictates of any boss. The evidence also in- 
dicates that a great many loyal union members be- 
lieve that the Taft-Hartley Act, in most of its pro- 
visions, is sound and fair, and has done much to free 
organized labor of despotism and racketeering at the 
top. 

/ * * * 

Blocking Real Flood Control 

The Holdenville, Oklahoma, Daily News has 



made this sound observation: "It seems the people 
can never propose a flood control program without a 
bunch of socialistic bureaucrats immediately trying 
to tie a public electric power plan into it. 

"This* is certain to keep many flood control 
projects from becoming a reality without fur- 
ther long delays 

"Yet we continue to see every major flood 
control proposal immediately tied into a power pro- 
ducing project, with doubling and trebling of costs, 
by the ever-present lame-brains who have never 
successfully operated a business but who scream to 
high heaven for more tax money to squander on gov- 
ernment-owned and operated power industries." 

There should be no misunderstanding as to why 
this is so. Long ago, socialistically minded politicians 
discovered that "flood control" made the best pos- 
sible camouflage for their schemes. Everybody is in 
favor of stopping destruction by floods. It seems to 
have no tinge of commercialism or the socialist ideo- 
logy. So flood control is always stressed, even when 
the real purpose is to build' up a government mono- 
poly of electric power production throughout the 
nation. 

The fact that this has caused a waste of billions 
doesn't trouble the socialists a whit. Neither does the 
fact socialization of enterprise is the surest way to 
the ultimate breakdown of free, representative gov- 
ernment. Those who still believe in our traditions 
will have to stop the trend if it is to be stopped. 

The Low Down From Hickory Grove 

Sure is 'funny how we put up with the antics 
of Uncle Sambo. The old boy used to be quite a digni- 
fied, responsible kind of geezer.

If this 
nation was made up of 2-year olds only, Sambo could 
be no busier looking after us. 

I figure it is okay and all right for the Govt, 
to keep a weather eye peeled and sort of look out 
for some of us more or less lame and halt — be kind of 
an umpire and referee — but for the Govt, to go a la 
Europe — socialistic, like it is leaning now, we are not 
going to come to any good end. 

It would sure be nice reading to wake up some 
morning and find that Congress has called a halt — 
and is closing up shop and coming home. That would 
be champion.

Every Entry 
iGets Judged 

CHICAGO, 111.— Some men and 
women ore sure of making money 
on prize contests. 

They don't take part In them. 
They get paid for handling the 
entries. 

These specialists handled more 
than 10 million pieces of contest 
moil last year for the Reuben H. 
Donnelley corp., prime operator in 
that field. 

Volume rises and falls in pace 
with the popularity of the contests. 
The fiow of mail ' reached flood 
stage a couple of years back when 
Bob Hope's radio sponsor was giv- 
ing away four cars a week. They 
were sent to folks who wrote the 
best rhymes starting with "my 
favorite brunet." 

The judges filed and forgot the 
winning jingles. But they remem- 
ber a verse that got nothing more 
than a laugh. It went like this: 
"My favorite brunet 

Is Hedy Lamarr. 
Just send her to me 
And keep your new car." 
Didn't Make Grade 
Hearty A. M. Anderson, Chicago 
manager of Donnelley's direct mail 
division, explains: 

"This one amused us, but it didn't 
make the grade on the Donnelley 
objective rating system." 

Most contests are put on to stimu- 
late sales of new or established 
products. They are advertised on 
the radio and in newspapers and 
store displays. Prizes are offered. 
Contestants have to write jingles 
or short essays, provide a name for 
a new kind of food, or fill out tes- 
timonials stating "I like this be- 
cause. . . ." They may have to send 
in wrappers or box tops, too. 

Sponsors pay Donnelley a fee for 
handling the contest mail. The 
letters are addressed to a post 
office box in Chicago, New York or 
Los Angeles. The firm has offices in 
aU three cities. One of them takes 
over the sifting and judging job. 

The bags of mall are picked up 
at 1 p. m. That gives the postal 
clerks time to sort the mall that 
comes in on overnight trains. 

The entries are read and 
screened by four sets of judges. All 
arc Donnelley employes. All are 
college graduates. Tj^e final 
I judges— who pick the • winners— are 
Donnelley executives. 

Every Entry Judged 
"Every entry Is carefully consid- 
ered," Anderson says. "They are 
evaluated on a basis of the contest 
rules, usually aptness, sincerity and 
originality." 

The contest crews find many sur- 
prises and chuckles in the mail 
bags. Things like rhymes spelled 
out in a crocheted table scarf or 
in the frosting on a cake. Thous- 
ands of entries were wrapped 
.around eggs— most of them 
thoughtfully hard b o i 1 e d— one 
Easter season. 

Sacks have yielded income - tax 
returns and love letters that were 
sealed in the wrong envelopes, sly 
offers to split the first prize 50-50; 
pies, cookies, photographs— and one 
long dead fish. 

The number of men and women 
who work on contests depends on 
the size of the contest. Anderson 
says as many as 600 have been on 
contest duty at one time. He says 
the concern handles about 75 per 
cent of the national contests. It 
had 100 in 1948 and expects to 
handle as many this year.

Oak Ridge Opens 
First Public Museum 
On 'Man find Atom' 

OAK RIDGE, TENN.,— As part 
of a broad program of public edu- 
cation in the field of nuclear scien- 
ces, the Oak Ridge Institute of Nu- 
clear Studies has established the 
world's first permanent museum 
dealing with atomic energy. 

To be known as the American 
Museum of Atomic Energy, the ex- 
hibit was opened to the public on 
March 19, when the security gates 
to the town of Oak Ridge were 
removed and the community itself 
adopted a normal residential and 
business role. 

The museum is operated by the 
institute, a non-profit educational 
corporation of nineteen Southern 
universities which conducts a pro- 
gram of research and training in 
the nuclear sciences under a con- 
tract with the atomic. energy com- 
mission. 

The exhibit includes the "man 
and the atom" show which was 
shown at the New York City golden 
jubilee last summer. It is describ- 
ed as the most complete exhibit 
ever assembled in the field of atom- 
ic energy. 

The display is housed in a 32,- 
000-square-foot structure used as a 
cafeteria during 'the war. A nomi- 
nal fee is charged for admission 
and the proceeds will be used for 
improvements in the exhibit. ,The 
institute has assembled a trained 
staff for the museum. 

Hamburg Night Life Irks 
British Occupation Force 

HAMBURG.— The sign on the 
door of the plush Atlantik Hotel still 
says verboteh to Germans. 

Sickly kids beg cigarettes as Brit- 
ish cars roll up. 

Half a mile away across the Alt 
ster, the picturesque lake in the 
middle of Hamburg, stands another 
hotel, The Esplanade. There are no 
signs here because this is a German 
place. 

Inside The Esplanade, waiters m 
tails hover over prosperous-looking 
men with beautiful, expensively 
dressed women. A band plays far 
better jazz than you can hear in a 
British club. . .. 

Outside stand the kids, this time 
begging from Germans. 

This is Hamburg, 1949. The fever- 
ish pulse of currency, reform has 
given the city a Parisian glow. 
Everyone agrees it's the most lux- 
urious place in Germany. One rea- 
son may be that it's a, port, another 
that the bombs' which wrecked the 
out-skirts spared the center. At 
night thousands of lights twinkle 
around the beautiful Alster. 

If it's night life you want, you 
can go to The Esplanade, or The 
Tarantella, or a place called Er und 
Sie (he and she), done in cream and 
dark blue in the best New York 
tradition. 

A bottle of good champagne costs 
35 marks. At the official rate of ex- 
change, this is $12. 



Navy Official Chides 
"Gadget War" Beliefs 

WHITE OAK, MD.— The assis- 
tant secretary of the , navy for 
air, John Nicholas Brown, has 
chided scientists for spreading the 
idea that wars might be won easily 
with gadgets and "extraordinary 
weapons. 

"The' ability of a human being 
to survive the blows of his ene- 
mies, in whatever form delivered, 
is immense," he said in aispeech 
for the dedication of the central 
unit of a new $35,000,000 navy 
ordnance laboratory. 
. "His capacity not only to sur- 
vive, but his faculty of continuing 
to fight, is amazing," Brown contin- 
ued. "The facility with which he 
finds means to counter, the most 
highly developed machines of war- 
fare is discouraging. 

"The idea of war easily won by 
means of extraordinary weapons is 
an old one and very appealing. It is 
an extremely , dangerous concept to 
propagate. I fear it may tend to give 
our people an idea of war very far 
indeed from that justified by the 
facts as we know them, 

. "It must be confessed that much 
of the misapprehension regarding 
the nature of war stems from com- 
mentaries by men whose knowledge 
of science vastly exceeds their expe- 
rience In the, awful actualities of 
combat."

MIRACLE SURGERY 

Doctors End 
Long Torture 

SAN FRANCISCO— An unprece- 
dented operation which restored the 
ability of a 43-year-old man to 
swallow has been reported by three 
University of California surgeons. 
A gunshot wound caused the af- 
fliction of the unnamed patient. 
He had to take all food and liquid 
through a tube that by-passed his 
throat. Any attempt to swallow 
caused coughing and strangling. 
He could not appear in public. 

After three years of this torture, 
the man was on the verge of sui- 
cide, the surgeons sold in a medical 
publication. The Annals of Surgery. 
Bullet Cub Nerves 
The doctors, Howard C. Nnff- 
ziger, H. Glenn Boll, and Cooper 
Davis, found the bullet had cut 
four Important face and head 
nerves. The nerves could not be 
restored. The surgeons ' decided 
to try to cross-connect some of the 
healthy muscles of the throat to 
replace those mode useless by 
nerve degeneration. 

Medical books did not show 
the surgeons all they needed to 
know about swallowing. Slow- 
motion X-ray movies o f normal 
swallowing and the patient's 
ntlempts to swallow showed for 
the first time, they said, the 
mechanism of the procedure. 

Before operating on the patient 
the doctors experimented on three 
monkeys; 

One of the things about the pa- 
tient was that some of the use- 
less muscles in his neck bulged out 
when he tried to swallow, obstruct- 
ing the throat passage. 

The doctors bound these mus- 
cles with a strip of thick, tough 
sheathing tissue which normally 
covers the main bundles of blood 
vessels and nerves in the neck. 

The other main difficulty was 
that the patient's Adams apple 
would not rise. This Is one of the 
important movements in swal- 
lowing. 

Surgeons Split Muscle 
The surgeons made a length- 
wise split in a muscle which runs 
from the back of the head to the 
base of the, tongue and the chin. 
This muscle normally retracts the 
tongue. Fart ot the muscle was 
left for the tongue. The other 
part was tied to the Adam's 
apple, restoring its abiMty to rise. 
The patient was afraid to try 
his rebuilt throat at first, but 
now is swallowing normally, the 
doctors said. 

The new operation may help 
some war wounded.

WASHINGTON, D. C— The an- 
cient and honorable custom of fili- 
bustering is based on the proposition 
that a senator may talk himself to 
death if he chooses. 

American legislators have been 
taking advantage of the filibuster 
"right" ever since the nation was 
born, but now some senators think 
it's time to put on end to it. Spon- 
sored by Republicans, a proposal 
to change senate debate rules also 
has support from some Democrats. 

If they have the voice and con- 
stitution, senators may now, under 
certain circumstances, talk as long 
as they wish. Senators have kept the 
floor for hours of days and— in relays 
— for weeks and even months -to de- 
feat a proposed law. 

They don't talk, necessarily, to j 
persuade opposing senators. They | 
may just talk to make tho opposi- 
tion so weary it will give up out of 
boredom.. 

The fabulous Huey Long of Louis- 
iana read the Bible, offered advice 
on love affairs, told how to fry oy- 
sters and make "pot likker," read 
a biographical sketch of Frederick 
the Great and quoted Victor Hugo. 

Long was supporting an amend- 
ment to the national industrial re- 
covery act in June, 1935. He talked 
15 >£ hours but lost the debate. .

India Nears 
GamcihiGoa! 

NEW DELHI.-M ohandasK. 
Gandhi, a kindly little man of peace, 
has attained in violent death goals 
he missed with his preaching of 
love. 

He was slain more than a year 
ago, 

His India and Pakistan are learn- 
ing to dwell as peaceful neighbors. 
The fanatical religious warring be- 
tween Hindu and Moslem in the 
two dominions has largely subsid- 
ed. And India, as he desired, is 
building patiently as a democratic 
secular state instead of the rightist 
religious government his assassins 
wanted. 

People Want Justice 

What Gandhi would have said 
about any effort to punish his slay- 
ers will be debated in India for a 
long time. But t he people have 
raised no question that justice 
should take its course. 

Bloody rioting between the Hindu 
and Moslem populations of India 
and Pakistan hod become common- 
place when Gandhi was shot down. 
He was walking to his prayer meet- 
ing place here to continue his cru- 
sade for communal peace, when 
three shots were fired into his 
body. 

The crime occured as India faced 
critical times and issues. 

There was talk of war between 
the two new dominions, created 
when British crown rule of India 
ended and the country was divided 
in August, 1947. Refugees crammed 
the cities, colling for the blood of 
people of the opposite religion. Hin- 
dus had fled Pakistan, and Moslems 
from India— 12 million of them. 

Economy Shaken 

The economy was shaken on 
both side's of the border. 

Not all of the headway in the 
past months came about as Gandhi 
would have done it. There was 
more rioting, but it ebbed steadily. 
The police and military crushed^ it 
with their guns, bayonets and clubs. 
Organizations preaching religious 
hatred were outlawed and harried 
out of existence. 

Under leadership of two staunch 
friends, Prime Minister Jawahar- 
lal Nehru and Governor-General 
C. Rajagopalachari, India has 
come far to give Gandhi in death 
a peaceful land. 

A cease-fire agreement arranged 
with United Nations assistance, 
stopped the fighting of Indian and 
Pakistan troops in the neighboring 
state of Kashmir. In conference, 
leaders of the two countries agreed 
to strive for amicable settlement of 
this and other issues. 



Reflex Action at Movie 
Touches off Old Pistol 

NEW YORK. — Reflex action 
touched off by the exciting climax 
of a movie thriller resulted here in 
the accidental shooting of Edward 
Ryan, 10 years old, by his ploy- 
mate, Martin DeAngelis, 9. 

The shot, from an antique revol- 
ver, echoed through the Superior 
Theatre, Third Avenue, just south 
of 31st Street, at 2:40 p.m. It halted 
the show. About 200 persons, mostly 
youngsters, were in the audience. 

The manager, John Hofeditz, hur- 
ried to the children's section, and as- 
sured the wildly babbling youngsters 
that there was no danger. From the 
fourth row he took the wounded boy 
and his frightened companion and 
drove them in his automobile to 
Bellevue hospital. The show re- 
Bumed. 

Edward was rushed to on opera- 
ting room. There was a gosh on his 
left check and the lobe of his ear 
was singed. Seven stitches were to- 
ken in the cheek and then radio pa- 
trolmen took the injured boy to his 
home at 211 East 33rd. street. 



Four-Year Old Swallows 
Dewey-Warren Button 

ALBANY, N. Y. - Four-year-old 
Jean Picard had a narrow escape 
before on operation for removal of 
a Dewey-Warren campaign button. 

Dr. Daniel F. O'Kcefe extracted 
the button from her stomach at St. 
Peter's hospital. 

Jean, who lives at Cambridge, N. 
Y., told her mother that she had 
swallowed the pin button with its 
images of the defeated Republican 
1948 standard bearers— Gov. Thom- 
as E. Dewey of New York and Gov.
